LONDON. May 10 (R)~ Uganda's former police chief has sur- 
rendered to liberation forces and accused Idi Amin of murdering 
the Anglican Archbishop of Uganda and two cabinet ministers. 
Kampala radio said tonight. The broadcast said that Kassim 
Obura. who was police commissioner in the overthrown Amin 
regime, made the charge while talking to correspondents at 
Makindve military police barracks in the capital. Archbishop 
Janani Luwum, Interior Minister Arphaked Oboth-Ojabi and 
Land Minister Ercnuyo Wilson Orvema were arrested in Febur- 
ary 1977 and accused of being involved in a plot to overthrow 
President Amin. On Feb. 1 7 the government announced that the 
three men had been killed in a ro3d accident while in custody. The 
official radio said they were tftingto overpower an officer in a bid 
in escape.

King Hussan of Morocco has been appointed chair- 
man of a special committee of the Islamic Conference Organisation 
(ICO; to coordinate an Islamic campaign for the liberation of 
occupied Jerusalem. 

ICO Spokesman G assent Zuhiri said at the I Oth conference of 
Islamic foreign ministers today that the appointment had been 
suggested by King K ha le<.1 of Saudi Arabia, who will make an official 
visit to Morocco next week. 

He said the committee and a special Jerusalem fund, to which 
Morocco had already pledged $2t)i),0UU, would also campaign 
against the Judaisation or occupied Arab territory and support the 
Palestinian resistance. 

The foreign ministers began drafting final resolutions today to be 
voted on at the final plenary session on Saturday. 

The political committee discussed applications for financial aid 
from Djibouti, the Comoros, countries devastated bv drought, land- 
locked African states, and "front line” countries in southern Africa. 

The committee also examined ICO cooperation with the OAU and 
the non-aligned movement, measures to counteract anti- Islamic 
propaganda, the liberation of Namibia and Zimbabwe, and serting up 
an Islamic conciliation commission to arbitrate in legal disputes. 

In the economic committee, delegates from tile 41 states now- 
represented after the arrival last night of a delegation from Iran, 
discussed ways of improving cooperation among developing coun- 
tries.

World Bank grants 
five African states 
$109 million in loans 

WASHINGTON, May !U 
(R)— The World Bank and its 
affiliate, the International 
Development Association (IDA), 
today announced approval of 
S109 million in loans for 
development projects in five Afri-* 
can countries. 

Ghana will receive 519 million 
to help its National Investment 
Bank provide foreign exchange to 
expand and rehabilitate the coun- 
try’s industrial capacity, the agen- 
cies said. 

Madagascar will get S 1 3 million 
and Zaire S20 million to improve 
their railway systems. 

$42 million loan to Morocco is 
to assist in a project to provide 
electricity to rural areas. 

Sudan will get a 515 million 
credit for agricultural develop- 
ment to improve the production of 
food, cash crops and livestock in 
the country’s southern region, the 
agencies said. 


Palestinian 
commando dies 
in Israeli hospital 

TEL AVIV, May 10 (R)~A 
Palestinian commando belong- 
ing to a squad Involved in yes- 
terday’s border clash with 
Israeli troops died in a northern 
Israeli hospital today from 
wounds suffered by stepping on 
a mine during the action, a 
military spokesman reported. 
The man, who died at the Safed 
hospital, belonged to a squad 
whidi fired rockets on Israel’s 
Mauara kibbutz communal set- 
tlement during the morning, 
touching off an Israeli sortie 
into South Lebanon, according 
to the military here. 


Shaqra elders appeal to 
free Israeli-abducted 


SHAQRA, Lebanon, May 10 
(Agencies)— The elders of this 
rural south Lebanese village today 
appealed to United Nations offic- 
ers for help in freeing nine local 
men abducted by Israeli invasion 
forces. 

Thu Mukhiar (head man) said 
the men, all Lebanese civilians, 
were dragged from their homes by 
Israeli troops who occupied the 
village for a few hours yesterday. 

More than 400 soldiers who 
crossed the border, eight 
kilometres east of here, withdrew 
after being confronted by Irish 


and Dutch troops of a 6,000- 
strong U.N. peacekeepinc force 
IUN1FIL). 

The Israelis, who were accom- 
panied by right-wing Lebanese 
militiamen, said they were pur- 
suing Palestinian command os who 
had attacked a kibbutz in L'pper 
Galilee. 

Following his talks with senior 
Irish officers, the Mukhtarsaid his 
people would send a peaceful 
delegation to the border strip to 
seek the release of the captives 
unless they were repatriated soon.

Khomeini blasts Iran’s press 


TEHRAN, May 10 
(Agencies)— Iran’s revolutionary 
leader. Ayatollah Ruhollah Kho- 
meini, today blasted the country's 
non-lsJumic press in a move rhat 
underlined a deepening rift bet- 
ween the religious majority and 
the left. 

His targets were the Tehran 
morning newspapers Ayandegan 
and Peygham Emruz, the closest 
equivalent in Iran to mass- 
circulation left-wing dailies. 

A fiery statement from the 
Ayatollah’s headquarters par- 
ticularly denounced Ayandegan 
as having **a depraved role from 
the beginning of the Islamic 
revolution.” It said the news- 
paper’s coverage was against Mus- 
lim interests “and is not approved 
by the religious and revolutionary 
Muslims." 

A separate statement strongly 
attacked Peygham Emruz for 
publishing a story today about 
possible formation of a new polit- 
ical umbrella organisation under 
the leadership of Ayatollah 
Mahmoud Taleghani, popular 
radical Muslim clergyman whose 
two leftist sons were beaten up 
and arrested by Islamic militia last 
month. 

Ayatollah Khomeini started 
denouncing press critics immedi- 
ately after the overthrow of the 
monarchy last February. At one 
point he called on supporters to 


“break those pens" which 
opposed the Islamic revolution. 

But today’s salvo appeared to 
be pan of a much deeper crisis in 
the fragile alliance between dev- 
out Muslims and revolutionary 
’ Marxists who opposed the Shah. 

The murder last week of 
Ayatollah Moneza Motahhari, 
one of Ayatollah Khomeini's clos- 
est aides, brought matters to a 
head. His funeral in Tehran was 
turned into a huge anti-leftist 
demonstration and part of the 
Muslim clergy used it to launch a 
violently anti -communist cam- 
paign. 

And Ayatollah Khomeini today 
seemed particularly angTy over an 
article in Ayandegan which 
quoted him as exonerating the left 
for Motahbari's murder. 


One point on which the left and 
Khomeini supporters seem agreed 
is the execution of prominent fig- 
ures of the Shah's regime. 

Revolutionary authorities car- 
ried out their 2Hlst political 
execution today when a former 
deputy of the Majlis (lower 
house >. Mr. Afcbar Bahadori. was 
shot by firing squad. 

National Police Chief Nasser 
Majalali said today that more than 
100.01 JO passports have been 
issued to people wanting to leave 
Iran since the February revolution 
that toppled the Shah. Pats News 
Agency said he also announced a 
speed-up in the processing of 
passports. 

Iranians were barred from leav- 
ing the country immediately after 
the resolution, but the ban was 
eased last month.

TEHRAN. May 10 (R)~lran 
today announced a 60 cent per 
barrel across the board increase in 
the price of its oil.

Pound falls on world exchanges 


LONDON, May 10 (R) - The pound fell sharply 
on world foreign exchange markets today as 
international dealers worried about inflation 
prospects in Britain under Mrs. Margaret 
Thatcher's new Conservative government. 

The currency, which shot up to more than S2.08 
in a mood of business euphoria immediately after 
last week’s Conservative election victory, 
slumped to around $2.0529 m Europe this after- 
noon. 

In early trading on the New York Foreign 
Exchange, it fell from $2.0615 to 52.0525. 

Dealers in Europe reported that a big 20 per 
cent pav rise for British police, announced by Mrs. 
Thatcher's government yesterday, added to fears 
of a rise in inflation in Britain. 

.The new British government today foDowed 
this up with- an announcement that the armed 
forces would receive an even bigger pay award.-It 
lifted a forces pay increase of 24.2 per cent, agreed 
on by the defeated Labour government, to 32 per 
cent. - .: ■ • • ' : 


Last winter, the Labour government had been 
fighting to keep the total national wage rise in 
Britain down to a limit of only five per cent, in 
order to curbinflation. But this broke down under 
industrial disputes. 

The period of election euphoria, when sterling 
reached its highest level for months and shares 
jumped on the London Stock Exchange, now 
appears to have definitely ended. 

Some profit-iaking by dealers has trimmed 
sterling back, and dealers have also reported anx- 
iety in the lost few days about a possible renewal of 
British inflation which reached 26.9 per cent in 
1975 before being pulled back to below 10 per 
cent last year. 

The markets yesterday opted that the rate of 
growth of Britain’s money supply accelerated last 
month. . . 

And there are fears that the April retail price 
index, due to be published tomorrow, may show 
that inflation has crept back into double figures 
from its. present annual rate. of 9.8 per cent.

recovered the body of a woman 
who died when a building in the 
southern port of Tyre was des- 
troyed by Israeli shellfire late last 
night. 

Local residents t aid the city was 
hit again early today by rockets 
fired by Israeli helicopters operat- 
ing from gunboats offshore. 

The attack marked the fifth 
straight day of Israeli bom- 
bardments of Palestinian camps of 
Lebanon. 

Lebanese government and 
army leaders meanwhile dis- 
cussed the deteriorating situation 
with senior officers of the U.N. 
force, which arrived in the volatile 
border region after a big Israeli 
invasion on March last year. 

South Lebanon Governor 
Halim Fayyad told reporters he 
had protested to the officers about 
UNIFIL's failure to prevent the 
Israelis from entering the area 
under its control. 

Mr. Fayyad said the violence 
was increasing tension and pro- 
voking another exodus of civilians 
from the area. Lt. Col. Zuheir .AJ 
Tannir of the army command had 
a long meeting with the Irish bat- 
talion commander at the Irish 
headquarters in Tibnine, six 
kilometres west of here. 

In Damascus a Palestinian 
military spokesman said at least 
50 Israelis were killed or wounded 
in a bomb attack on an arms fac- 
tory near Tel A\iv today. 

"The explosion destroyed three 
arms depots, several military veh- 
icles and caused a power failure. 

Israeli troops, police and 
national guards made several 
arrests but the commandos 
returned safely to base, the 
spokesman said. 

North, South 
Yemen start 
unity dialogue 

SANAA. May 10 (R 1-North and 
South Yemeni teams began 
economic unity talks here today as 
pan of moves to merge the two 
countries. 

The state-run Sanaa Radio 
quoted Minister of Development 
and Planning Ali Lutfi Al Thor, 
who headed the North Yemeni 
delegation, as saying he hoped 
Yemeni unit) would be achieved 
through dialogue rather than 
fighting. 

The merger moves were agreed 
earlier this year after extensive 
border clashes which followed 
almost wo years of increasing ten- 
sion between the conservative 
North and leftist South Yemeni 
states.

The committees were formed 
after a Yemeni summit conference 
in Kuwait last March when a 
five-point plan was agreed upon to 
establish a united Yemen and put 
an end to the border clashes.

"This autonomy will be 
imposed on us by force," the 
mayor said. “We are living under 
very strained conditions now 
because of the intention to apply 
this plan to the Gaza Strip. In its 
present form, the plan is a great 
threat to us because Israel claims 
the right to build settlements and 
confiscate private land for this 
purpose. That’s where the basic 
danger lies. If Israel would agree 
to stop settlements during the 
five-year interim period, there 
may be a chance for us in the 
talks." 

Mr. Al Shawwa doesn't think 
Israel is likely 10 call a halt to its 
settlements so he has come to Jor- 
dan and will be going on to Leba- 
non to "Find a formula that will 
allow us to manoeuvre" when the 
Egyptian-Israeli autonomy talks 
begin March 27. 

"We don't agree to this aut- 
onomy plan in its present form. It 
doesn’t guarantee us our basic 
rights. The plan would simply be 
legalising Israeli occupation of our 
territory and calling it autonomy." 
Mr. Al Shawwa said. 

The aim of his trip to Jordan and 
Lebanon, where he will meet 
Chairman Yasser Arafat on Fri- 
day. is to coordinate a unified 


stand so that whatever the Gaza 
Strip docs is not in conflict with 
the policies of Jordan. Svria and 
the PLO. 

“Any step we take in the Gaza 
Strip mu*t tv coordinated with the 
PLO. Jordan and Syria.” he said. 
"Out true feeling* are tied up with 
these neopie.

“We take one clear stand: We

Syria, and the PLO 
were to agree on an alternative 
plan for Gaza. Mayor A I Shawwa 
says he would most probably pre- 
sent the idea 10 the United 
Nations and the United States and 
try to win their support. **I will not 
leave out any country that has the 
power to crystallise the effect of 
what I'm speaking of. We would 
want the European Community' to 
support our stand as well," he 
said. The mayor described his 
talks in Jordan as "positive." So 
far he has spoken with His 
Majesty King Hussein. His High- 
ness Crown Prince Hassan, Pres- 
ident of the National Planning 
Council Hanna Odeh and PLO 
official Hamed Abu Sitta. 

Since 1967, the Israeli strategy 
on Gaza has been to isolate the 
region from the Arab World by 
making it-ietaliv dependent on 
Israel economically, the mayor 
said. Israel could then swallow up 
the Gaza Strip. For example. 
Israel supplies Gaza with all irs 
electricity. “If Israel chose, it 
could cut off our supply at any 
minute it wants. It could cause a 
blackout for everything, including 
all our industry . Israel wants this 
situation to exist so that without 
Israel we would be bankrupt, des- 
troyed. 

“Israel is trying to split the Gaza 
Strip from the Arab World fore- 
ver. to completely separate it from 
the West Bank and Jordan. Israel 
is dead against allowing Jordan to 
have links with the occupied ter- 
ritories." the mavor said.

Treaty contradicts 
Arab commitments 

AMMAN, May 10 (Agencies!— Jordan opposes the separate 
Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty because the pact contradicts Arab com- 
mitments and the unity of Arab positions. Chief of the Royal Court 
Sharif Abdul Hamid Sharaf said today. 

In a statement to the daily newspaper AL DUSTOUR, Sharif Abdul 
Hamid emphasised that a just and comprehensive settlement in the 
area cannot be achieved by ignoring the Palestinian cause which he 
described as the basis of the Arab-Isracli conflict. 

Affirming Jordan’s position vis-a-vis the peace process in the area, 
Sharif Abdul Hamid said: '‘We support a just and a comprehensive 
settlement in which all Arab parties participate, and we call for 
comprehensive Israeli withdrawal from all territories occupied by 
Israel since 1967.'' This settlement, he emphasised, should take place 
within the framework of the United Nations. 

Commenting on U.S.-Jordanian relations, Sharif Abdul Hamid 
stressed that Jordan and the United States have a long history of 
cooperation. Yet , he added . these relations became tense following the 
signing of the separate Egyptian-Israeli treaty. The tension, he said, 
arose from differences on the means of achieving a just and 
comprehensive settlement. 

In spite of these differences, Sharif Abdul Hamid emphasised; ‘we 
are still cooperating with the United States in Ihe economic and 
financial fields'.' Jordan is also maintaining political dialogue with the 
U.S., he said. 

Commenting on the situation in Lebanon, Sharif Abdul Hamid 
stated that Lebanon is confronting an Israeli aggression and an 
attempt aimed at dismembering it into “statelets.” Should this hap- 
pen, Sharif Abdul Hamid concluded, the Arab World will face a 
serious danger.

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Balance off terror 

IT USED TO BE fashionable to portray the world as being 
divided into two heavily armed camps, with the United 
States and the Soviet Union keeping each other constantly 
in check through the balance of nuclear power, and various 
small countries living under the protective military 
“umbrella” of one or the other of the Superpowers. 

This oversimplified Cold War view is still somewhat 
valid, in the sense that the U.S. and USSR still do possess 
the means to blow us all up at the push of a button. 

But the relationship between the two Superpowers, 
and their individual relationships with the rest of the world, 
have changed dramatically in the last 15 or 20 years, 
through a series of shifts in the economic and political 
balance, one element of which has been the emergence of 
the “Third World” as a potent economic and political 
force. 

The SALT II agreement just announced by Washing- 
ton and Moscow is thus more than simply the culmination 
of a seven-year negotiating process. It is a source of relief if 
only because by definition it presages a SALT 111 agree- 
ment which will ease the balance of nuclear terror still 
further. 

SALT II can also be seen as tangible proof that the 
rivalry between the two major economic and political sys- 
tems in the world, which involves competition for economic 
resources, strategic advantage and diplomatic influence, 
need no longer poison the international atmosphere. The 
SALT negotiations survived a series of shocks to the world 
political and economic nervous system: the 1973 Middle 
East war; the Arab oil embargo of the West: OPEC price 
rises: the U.S. rapprochement with China: wars and near- 
wars in southern .Africa, the Horn of Africa and Indochina: 
the revolution in Iran. At each turn, when their interests 
elsewhere were diverging or conflicting, .the two Super- 
powers kept the SALT talks going — even when there was 
te mp tation to use this or that crisis as a bargaining counter. 

SALT II stiff faces its greatest test in the fight for 
ratification in the U.S. Congress. At the moment, it appears 
that forces who cannot be said to have at heart their own 
best interests, not to mention those of the rest of us, are 
determined to scuttle the treat) on narrow political 
grounds. 

They should know that there are millions of us out 
here who want this treaty, and its successor, logo through. 
It is not going to make the world peaceful or even sane 
overnight, but it will be a step in the right direction, and it 
will open up new areas of cooperation between the Super- 
powers which could benefit all of us more directly in other 
more immediate ways. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 

COMMENTING ON the occupation by Israel of two south 
Lebanese villages, AL RAT in its editorial Thursday criticises the 
U.N. forces for maintaining silence while the forces of renegade 
Maj. Saad Haddad and Israel were continuously shelling the 
Lebanese villages with the object of forcing their residents to 
accept the sovereignty of “Israeli agent" Haddad. 

The paper says it is clear that the gradual Israeli occupation of 
south Lebanon is aimed at driving the Palestinian armed resis- 
tance away from the border area with Israel, and consequently 
transforming all of Lebanon into a “closed canton” under Israel's 
sovereignty. 

Affirming that the Arab nations, particularly Syria, are aware 
of the Israeli plans, the paper calls on Arabs to support Syria in 
such a way as to enable it to check the Israeli invasion that is 
gradually swallowing up Lebanese territory. 

The paper further affirms that the Syrian role in Lebanon 
embodies the will of the Arabs to confront the Zionist challenge. 

The paper also asserts rhat the Lebanese government is the 
weakest of all contestants in Lebanon, and that the United 
Nations is allowing the Lebanese crisis to "float" thus giving the 
strongest party the chance to impose a solution which later will be 
accepted by the U.N. 

In conclusion, the paper says that the world understands only 
the logic of power, therefore, the Arabs have to resort to power to 
regain their territories. 

Commenting on the conference of Islamic states currently 
being held in Morocco, AL DU STOUR says that Muslims, who arc 
now tired of talking and discussing their problems, have no option 
but to declare a holy crusade to restore their holy shrines. 

The paper further states that Muslims have potential and 
capabilities which they can mobilise to liberate Jerusalem and 
crush Israeli superiority. 

The paper calls on Iran to refrain from disbanding part of its 
army as long as Jerusalem is under occupation. 

the paper stresses that Jerusalem cannot be restored by words 
and mourning, and calls on the foreign ministers of Islamic states 
to shoulder their responsibilities and draw up and implement a 
unified strategy to regain Jerusalem.

International 
transport 
conference 
opens in Amman 
on Saturday

AMMAN, May 10 — An inter- 
national transport conference is to 
be held in Amman for three days 
from May 12 to May 14. The con- 
ference is organised by Confex 
(International, Shipping and Con- 
ferences) Ltd of London and will 
be officially opened under the pat- 
ronage of* His Highness Crown 
Prince Hassan on Saturday at 10 
a.m. at the Amman Chamber of 
Industry. 

Minister of Transport AM 
Suheimat will give the welcoming 
address and speakers will include 
high ranking government officials 
from Arab states and rep- 
resentatives of various inter- 
national organisations. 

"Efficient Transport-the Key 
to Progress during the Next 
Decade" is the theme of the con- 
ference which is sponsored by the 
following: the Ministry of Trans- 
port: Alia, the Royal Jordanian 
Airlines: Hijaz-Jordan Railways 
(Jordan): the Public Transport 
Corporation (Jordan): the Arab 
Tourism Union (Jordan): the 
.Arab-Towns Organisation 
(Kuwait): the Overland Transp«*-t 
Co. (Kuwait): the Chartered Insti- 
tute of Transport (London) and 
British Airways. 

The conference will deal with a 
number of major transport prob- 
lems facing the Arab stales which 
must be solved if the full benefit of 
economic development are to be 
achieved. These problems include 
congestion in cities, adequate 
capacity at airports and seaports, 
imbalanced infrastructures and 
shortages of skilled manpower. 

As well as highlighting these 
and other relevant matters, sol- 
utions will be discussed which 
should be applied during the next 
decade if further progress in the' 
transportation field is to be 
achieved in the Arab World. 


On the same day the Egyptians 
and the Israelis exchanged the 
instruments of the ratification of 
the separate treaty, Maj. Saad 
Haddad declared the so-called 
state of Free Lebanon. This was 
followed by intensified military 
operations by Israel and the 
Lebanese right wing militias with 
the object of distracting the 
world's attention from the sepa- 
rate treaty, Mr. Abbas Slid. 

Mr. Abbas also stated that 
Israel has recently intensified its 
- daily military operations to cover 
up the commencement of the 
Egyptian-Israeli dialogue on the 
implementation of the so-called 
“self-rule” agreed to at Camp 
David. 

Stressing that Lebanon will not 
be the only plaoe for conflicts, Mr. 
Abbas pointed out that the Egy- 
ptian mobilisations on the Libyan 
borders, as well as the Western 
Sahara problem indicate that 
Libya and Morocco are liable for 
such conflicts. Side conflicts. Mr. 
Abbas added, will continue until 
the Camp David partners have 
achieved their aims. 

Answering a question on the 
role of the Arab countries reject- 
ing the Camp David agreement, 
Mr. Abbas mentioned Jordan, the 
PLO, Syria, Iraq and the rest of 
the “steadfastness countries" as 
carrying on contacts aimed at 
adopting practical measures 
against the “conspiracy of capitu- 
lation.'' 

Expecting further Israeli pro- 
vocations against Syria. Mr. 
Abbas said that the Syrians are 
aware of the situation and “we do 
no rule out Syria facing new trou- 
bles.” 

Mr. Abbas further commented 
on the situation in Lebanon, 
praised the position of the Leban- 
ese government and expressed his 
conviction that the Lebanese were 
capable of holding out against 
Israeli plots. 

Discussing Israeli pressures 
exerted on Palestinians in the 
occupied territories, Mr. Abbas 
stated that both Egypt and Israel 
were trying to impose their con- 
spiracy on Palestinians in Gaza, 
taking advantage of their suf- 
fering.

Abbas appreciated the decision to 
isolate Egypt, and called on Arabs 
and Muslims to boycott not only 
Egypt bui the U.S. as well, which 
he described as the nation which is 
“masterminding the conspiracy.”

ishing the rights of the Palestinian 
people. 

Answering a question on the 
committee's current meeting in 
Amman, Mr. Abbas stated that 
the committee is convening in 
Amman to discuss the implemen- 
tation of several programmes 
including the support of Arabs in 
the occupied territories. These 
programmes, he said, were agreed 
on during the recent visit PLO 
leader Yaser Arafat paid to Jor- 
dan.

AMMAN, May 1 0 — Residents of 
Amman who regret the lack of 
locally produced craftwork 3nd 
general indifference to the dying 
out of traditional skills such as the 
intricate embroidery of the 
Bedouins, for example, will be 
pleased to hear about the recent 
formation of the Jordan Craft 
Development Centre Company- 
Ltd. whose centre was officially 
opened this afternoon by Her 
Majesty' Queen Noor. 

The centre is called AI Aidi 
(The Hands) in appreciation of 
the artistic hands “that make 
crafts visible" (according to the 
centre’s brochure). Its aims are to 
support Jordanian craftsmen and 
women who seek to make a living 
through their handwork, to try 
and revive interest and appreci- 
ation of their work by the general 
public and thus prevent traditional 
crafts from dying out and to foster 
the development of more modem 
techniques. 

Present at the opening were 
Prince Ra’d Ibn Zaid and other 
members of the royal family, rep- 
resentatives of the nineteen 
shareholders of the company, 
members of the board and mem- 
bers of the Jordan Craft Council 
together with some of the craft- 
smen whose work was on display 
and a selection of artists and 
designers who had lent a hand in 
setting up the centre. After being 
presented with a gold choker and 
lucky charm in the shape of 
Fatima’s hand, traditionally 
believed to offer protection 
against the evil eye. which was 
made by one of the jewellers pre- 
sent, the Queen was guided round 
by Mrs. Barbara Atallah, the 
manager of the centre. 

Mrs. Atallah told the Jordan 
Times that the revival in interest in 
local craftwork dates back to 1 974 
when the Jordan Crafts Council, a 
voluntary organisation was 
formed by ten ladies including 
Mrs. Hind Nasser, Mrs. Widad 
Qa’war.Mrs. Abla Qa'war, Mrs. 
Samia Zara, and Mrs. Barbara 
Atallah.

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Conservation draft law readied 


10 national parks proposed for Jordan

AMMAN— There is a movement 
afooi to create national parks in 
Jordan. A proposed wildlife con- 
servation act has jus: been com- 
pleted and has a good chance of 
being adopted as the first law ot its 
type in Jordan. 

The World Wildlife Fund 
I WWF ) is in the process of com- 
pleting a study on “Development 
of Wildlife Conservation in Jor- 
dan”. The study suggests the cre- 
ation of us many as icn national 
parks and includes details of poss- 
ible locations for them and the 
legislation needed to establish 
them in conformity with inter- 
national wildlife conservation 

criteria. 

The organisation that is primar- 
ily responsible for mailers related 
to wildlife conservation in Jordan 
is i he Royal Society for the Con- 
servation of Nature (KSCN I. with 
offices at the Fifth Circle. Jabal 
Amman. 

The society's President. Mr. 
Anis Mouasher. told the Jordan 
Times that in a recent con- 
versation he held with Prime 
Minister Mudar Badran the pre- 
mier” was sen, much interested in 
the national parks project and 
wanted to see action taken on it as 
soon as possible." 

Although RSCN is a private 
organisation, it serves a semi- 
official function in that it is author- 
ised by the government to issue 
hunting licenses, to control duck 
hunting at Azraq and to run the 
Sfcaumari Wildlife Reserve near 


Azraq. a? present the only one of 
its kind in Jurdan. The society is 
financed primarily by a yearly 
government urant and aid from 
WWF. 

The society took over the 
Shaumari site from the Ministry of 
Agriculture in 1975 and turned it 
into a reserve which received its 
first animals— Arabian oryx and 
gazelles— in 19?N. The gov- 
ernment has agreed to expand the 
reserve's area from the proem 22 
square kilometres to 300 square 
kilometres, and has allocated a 
second area, this time in the A/raq 
oasis itself, to be made into the 
Azraq Wetland Reserve. 

The man who lias been largely 
responsible for the execution of 
conservation studies and the train- 
ing of reserve staff in Jordan is Mr. 
John Clarke, a British znologix] 
sent here by WWF m September 
1 975 to he project leader fur Jor- 
dan. Before coming to Jordan Mr. 
Clarke wjs in charge of national 
parks in Zambia. He has a total of 
1 U* a years experience with Zam- 
bian and other African reserves. 

He told (he Jordan Times (hat 
although Shaumari does meet 
international eriieria for a game 
reserve and is to be put on the 
U.N. list of reserves next year, 
there is no legislation that gives it 
legal status. He also pointed out 
that the use of the title "notional 
park” at a few sites in Jordan was 
misleading because these are nor 
the real thing, there being no Jaw 
for their creation.

oak forests near Ajloun. 

Two other areas where parks 
may be located are the eastern 
desert, near H4. and on the border 
between desert and coastal 
Mediterranean land tv pes. such as 
in the Jordan Valley. 

The present WWF study has 
four purposes: to propose gov- 
ernment policy and draw- up a ten- 
tative wildlife act: to develop 
plans for national parks all over 
Jordan in pursuance of this policy; 
to design an organisational struc- 
ture to operate the parks once 
the) are set up: and to educate the 
public in the importance of con- 
servation so as to create the right 
public aitiiude before the parks 
are actually set up. 

The lirst stage of this prog- 
ramme was completed this week 
when Mr. Clarke, in cooperation 
wiih the Environmental Law 
Centre in Bonn— run by WWFs 
sister organisation, the JUCN 
(International Union for the Con- 
servation of Nature and Natural 
Resources)— finished the draft for 
the proposed act after one year of 
work. The act is written for 
reserves but it would be the same 
for national parks if the latter 
designation is chosen. The RSCN 
approved it at their last board of 
directors meeting, and it now has 
to be translated into Arabic and 
sent to the appropriate ministries 
to be checked and modified if 
necessary. If all goes well, it will 
then be submined to the cabinet. * 
Mr. Mouasher estimates that this 
process will take at least six 
months. 

The second stage of the project 
is what Mr. Clarke is presently 
devoting most of- his time to'. As

narional parks, he has also 


responded to requests to aid in 
training personnel at Shaumari 
and writing a marine pollution act 
for Aqaba. 

He has not yet begun work on 
an organisational structure to 
operate national parks but he said 
that either a govern mem agency 
or a private organisation can serve 
in this capacity. "In Kenya, for 
example', the national parks were 
run quite successfully by a private 
organisation before their super- 
vision was taken over by a gov- 
ernment agency.” 

A public awareness programme 
was begun Iasi September when u 
campaign was launched by the 
RSCN aided by WWF and in 
cooperation with the Ministry of 
Education and the mass media to 


educate Jordanians I especially 
children) in the importance of 
conservation. 

Once the parks arc set up they 
wilt be populated with animals 
(hat are Typical io iheir terrain. 
Jordan already has smaller 
(largely nocturnal) animals such 
as jirds, jcrbils.cape hares, striped 
hyaenas, wild cats. Ethiopian 
hedgehogs and the common red 
fox. and ihere would be little dif- 
ficulty in them multiplying given 
the protection ul a national park. 
For larger animals, however, care- 
ful breeding is required— js is pre- 
sently being done at Shaumari. 

The first stage of the breeding 
programme is lor animals suited to 
Jordan's deserts: ihe Arabian 
orvx: the mountain dorcas and 


soured gazelles: the wild ass and 
the ostrich. The second stage of 
breeding will be of animals suited 
to non-desert regions, the fallow 
deer and ibex. Possibly, at a much 
later date, carnivores such as the 
wolf and cheetah may be bred in 
national parks. 

At present. Shaumari has even 
Arabian orvx (three from the U.S. 
and four from Qatar) and a targe 
number of gazelles. It is in the pro- 
cess of acquiring ostriches from 
America and wild asses from Iran. 

If the national parks act is made 
into law. the Shaumari animals arc 
going to be kept very busy mul- 
ti pi vine in order to supply all the 
new ureas waiting for their offspr- 
ing

FOLLO WiNC IS 1 1 chronology of 
events leading up to the closure of 
Birzeit University by the Israeli 
military authorities. The uni- 
versity, along with Bethelehem 
University, was ordered closed on 
Thursday, May 3, following, Pales- 
tinian demonstrations in the West 
Bank protesting againt the Israeli 
settlement policy. On Wednesday , 
May 2. a student demonstrator at 
Birzeit was shot and seriously 
wounded by a Gush Emunim set- 
tler who was driving in a motor- 
cade in the area with a group of 
settlers celebrating the 3 1st 
anniversary of the Zionist state. 
The shutdown of Birzeit University 
is the second rime that the Israeli 
military authorities have closed the 
school this semester. The following 
text was prepared by officials of 
Birzeit University. 

May 2, 1979, Israeli Independence 
Day: 

8:00 a.m. The day began at 
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Bitzeit University with classes in 
session as usual. Students from 
local schools began a peaceful 
march through the town, singing 
and carrying Palestinian flags. 
9:30 a.m. Several private auto- 
mobiles with yellow Israeli licence 
plates drove through the side 
streets of Birzeit near the uni- 
versity campus. 

10:45 a.m. Two of these vehicles 
approached the women's dor- 
mitory area on a side road where a 
group of students were standing. 
A Birzeit University srudent. 
Ra'id NaJdeh Daoud, was sitting 
waiting to see whether or not his 
1 1 o'clock class would meet. As a 
volley of shots came from the 
direction of the cars, Ra'id and 
other students started running 
towards safer areas of campus. 
Ra'id felt something hit him. 
looked down and found blood 
gushing out of bis chest. He was 
then quickly transported to 
Ramallah Hospital, the bullet was 
removed surgically, and he was 
pronounced in good condition. A 
Security Services investigator 
interrogated Ra'id in the hospital. 
11:00 a.m. Dr. Baramlti. Birzeit 
University vice-president, tried to 
contact the military governor of 
Ramallah but was told by a sec- 
retary that he was off for the day/ 
11:05 a.m. Four private Israeli 
automobiles entered the town of 
Birzeit and stopped in the area 
where a g’roup of stu denis were 
standing. Armed Israeli civilians 
jumped out of their cars and 
started shooting at the students. 
The students then dispersed, but 
one foreign faculty member was 
pinned down at the side of a build- 
ing as the Israelis continued shoot- 
ing. He was shor at twice, but was 
not hit. Witnesses managed to 
record two licence plate numbers. 
11:20 a.m. A contingent of 
about twelve soldiers joined the 
Israeli civilians and forced bys- 
tanders to remove roadblocks of 
piled stones erected earlier. After 
this, the civilians drove away. 
11:30 a.m. Dr. Baramki 
received a telephone call from an 
Israeli officer who told him to 
keep the students inside the cam- 
pus and to remove the three Pales- 
tinian flags raised there earlier 


that morning. 

12:00 Noon Soldiers on patrol 
circled the campus and a con- 
tingent posted itself outside the 
campus about 200 metres from 
the women’s dormitory. They shot 
tear gas cannisters as well as bul- 
lets at the students who were 
throwing stones near the women’s 
dormitory. 

12:15 p.m. A small group of sol- 
diers at one entrance to the uni- 
versity insisted that Dr. Baramki 
remove the Palestinian flags 
within fifteen minutes. 

1:10 p.m. Dr. Baramki was 
summoned to the Birzeit Post 
Office, where the assistant milit- 
ary governor ordered him to 
remove the flags. He was told that 
if this were done and if he calmed 
down the students they would be 
allowed to go home without inter- 
ference. 

1:20 p.m. Students in two buses 
on their way home were stopped 
at a checkpoint on the Birzeit- 
Ramallah road. Most identity 
papers were taken. Some students 
were allowed to continue on their 
way: the rest were returned to the 
university'. 

1:40 p.m. From the Birzeit mos- 
que loudspeaker came the 
announcement that the women’s 
dormitory area was under curfew. 
2:10 p.m. A group of five sol- 
diers headed by the assistant 
military governor marched 
through the campus, entered the 
women's dorm, and removed the 
flag from the roof. They pro- 
ceeded to the snack bar where 
they forced a student to remove 
another flag. An ABC-TV Tele- 
vision cameraman filming this 
episode was forced to surrender 
his television camera. Meanwhile, 
university officials negotiated with 
the assistant military governor for 
temporary passes allowing stu- 
dents with identity papers con- 
fiscated earlier to pass through 
checkpoints. He allowed 1 the uni- 
versity to arrange transport for all 
those remaining on campus. 

3:00 p.m. Stones were thrown ar 
soldierspatrolling the area outside 
the university courtyard. The sol- 
diers retaliated by shooting bullets- 
and hurling tear gas cannisters and 
stones at dte courtvard. 


3:30 p.m. University officials 
speaking to the assistant military 
governor were told that because of 
the rock-throwing a curfew was 
being imposed on the campus. 
4:00 p.m. Dr. Baramki went to 
the Birzeit Post Office to try to 
convince the military governor to 
allow the students to leave. 

5:30 p.m. The military governor 
finally agreed to let the students 
and employees leave in buses after 
passing through a checkpoint in 
the town of Birzeit. There, the 
soldiers took identity papers from 
people at random, claiming that 
they had thrown stones. The last 
students left at 7 :30 p.m. By day s 
end, 134 identity papers of Birzeit 
students {and some from local 
residents) had been confiscated by 


the army, and the individuals were 
told to appear at the military gov- 
ernment's headquarters in Ramal- 
lah the next morning. 

9:00 p.m. The military governor 
of Ramallah. Mr. AmosTraiman. 
summoned Dr. Baramki to inform 
him that Birzeit University was 
closed to all students until further 
notice. 

May 3, 1979: 

9:00 a.m. All those whose iden- 
tity papers had been confiscated 
the previous day went lo the milit- 
ary headquarters accompanied by 
university officials. Alter about 
two hours 72 students were given 
back their identity papers: sixty- 
two were detained for inves- 
tigation. Meanwhile at Birzeit. 
policemen were posted at the uni- 


Fifty Bethlehem U. 
students under detention 


AMMAN. May 10 (J.T. l — Fitly Arab students from Bethlehem 
University in the occupied West Bank have been under detention 
since May 4 on suspicion that they mat have participated in last 
week's campus demonstrations protesting new Israeli settlements 
in the West Bank. Israel's self-rule plan and the separate 
Egyptian- Israeli peace treaty. 

The lawyer representing the students. Mr. Abed A sail, told the 
Jerusalem Post that he had been allowed to visit only 14 of the 
detainees. He said he would take the case to the High Court of 
Justice if the Israeli occupation authorities continued to refuse to 
allow him to visit the rest of his clients. 

Hundreds of students at the university were told by the Israeli 
authorities to report to police stations for questioning. Fifty are 
still being held, but no charge has been brought against them. 

Both Bethlehem and Birzeit University were ordered to shut 
-down last week following demonstrations by students. Bethlehem 
University was allowed to reopen on Monday but Birzeit is still 
dosed. Arab students at Tel Aviv University demonstrated on 
Wednesday demanding the release of the detained students and 
the reopening of Birzeit University. 

Meanwhile the Jalazoun refugee camp near Ramallah and the 
Ayada refugee camp near Bethlehem are under curfew, the 
Jerusalem Post added, after stones were thrown at Israeli vehicles. 

In another development. Arab lawyers from Israel and the 
occupied territories are planning to appeal to the International 
Court of Justice in the Hague on. the question of land exprop- 
riations by the Israeli authorities and the establishment of Jewish 
settlements in the West Bank, the Arab Jerusalem daily A1 Sha'b 
reported Wednesday. 


versify entrance, and soldiers at a 
checkpoint prevented students 
from entering the town. 

2:10 p.m. In Ramallah. several 
students and faculty members who 
had been waning across the street 
from the military headquarters 
since 9:00 a.m. were ordered to 
leave immediately. As they were 
leaving, two faculty members 
were assaulted and one student. 
Michael Derrick, a U.S. citizen, 
was badly beaten with rifle butts 
and clubs by four soldiers. Having 
been told at Ramallah Hospital 
rhat a police request was necessary 
fur a medical report, they were 
sent from one police officer to 
another until they finally con- 
tacted the military governor him- 
self on the telephone. He refused 
to issue a report, saying, “soldiers 
never do things unprovoked." 

2:30 p.m. A group of high- 
ranking military officers, includ- 
ing Mr. Yigael Karmon. advisor to 
the military governor of the West 
Bank, and Mr. Amos Tratman, 
military governor of Ramallah, 
appeared unannounced at Birzeit 
University and presented Dr. 
Baramki with the attached milit- 
ary order. They proceeded to 
search and photograph various 
offices, classrooms. Ihe dormitory, 
the snack bar and the library. 

6:30 p.m. The students who had 
been kept at the military head- 
quarters in Ramallah were 
released upon the guarantee of the 
university lawyer that they would 
return to the headquarters at 8:00 
a.m. the next morning. During 
their detention, some girls were 
interrogated and pressured into 
signing confessions by threats of 
imprisonment and sexual abuse. 
As the students were being 
released, one of them. Ms. ' Atiya 
Mahmoud A1 Tal was beaten 
severely. 

7:30 p.ra. Dr. Baramki met with 
Binyamin Ben-EIiezer. the milit- 
ary governor of the West Batik. 
The governor told him rhat he was 
not willing to reconsider his deci- 
sion to close Birzeit University 
unless he was convinced by a rep- 
resentative body, such as the Stu- 
dent Council, that no further dis- 
turbances would occur. 








Cologne suspends 2 star footballers 


COLOGNE, West Germany, May 10 (H)-- Cologne yesterday 
suspended two star players sent off during their 6-0 thrashing by 
Hamburg, the new West German Soccer League leaders, Tuesday 
night. Cologne, who won the championship and cup last season, 
dropped to seventh place in the league standings. Nottingham 
Forest knocked them out of the European Cup semifinals last 
month. Heinz Flohe and fellow international midfield Herbert 
Neumann were both banned. Flohe was ordered off for a retaliat- 
ory foul and Neumann for arguing about the expulsion. Coach 
Hennes Weisweiler called their behaviour inexcusable, adding 
that they may have cost the club a UEFA Cup place next Season. 

Tt would be hard to put a team together for Saturday's league 
match against Bremen, he explained. Hamburg, who went one 
point clear of Stuttgart at the top, owed a good deal to English star 
Kevin Keegan, who scored twice. 


European Amateur Boxing Championships 

COLOGNE. West Germany. May 10 {RV-Defending champion 
Victor Savschenko of the Soviet Uoion moved remorselessly into 
the light-middleweight semifinals at the European Amateur Box- 
ing Championships here yesterday. Savschenko, world and Euro- 
pean champion at his weight, pounded Romanian Vasiie Girgaru 
into surrender in the first round of their quarter-final bout. The 
Russian, who has now dispatched two opponents in less than three 
minutes, meets defending silver- medallist Martin Intlekofer in 
the semifinals. Intlekofer. a West German, qualified yesterday by 
winning a split decision against Polish Olympic champion Jerzy 
Rybicki, whom he floored in the first round. There were two 
knockouts during the afternoon quarter-finals. East German 
Frank Kegebein put Dejan Konovalov of Yugoslavia away in the 
second round of their flyweight quarter-final and Soviet super- 
heavyweight Kharen Indzhian hammered Andrzej Biegalski of 
Poland to a first round defeat.

UNCTAD meet 
begins ‘battle’ 

on protectionism 


M ANELA, May 10 (R)— Rich and 
poor countries yesterday drew 
clear battle lines in the fight over 
protectionism at the United 
Nations Conference on Trade and 
Development (UNCTAD). 

As delegates split up into eight 
negotiating teams for talks behind 
closed doore, West ■ Germany 
warned the “have nots" that 
unfair criticism would not be 
accepted. 

West German Economy Minis- 
ter Otto Lambsdorff said that 
inaccurate and offensive attacks 
from developing countries made it 
more difficult for the indus- 
trialised nations to justify aid 
spending to their voters. 

Zt was dear from speeches that, 
while the European nations 
thought progress had been made 
in trade regulations to help 
developing countries, the Thrid 
World felt disappointed and 
believed much more could be 
done. 

Already lined up on the indus- 
trialised side were West Germany, 
France, Britain and Canada, fac- 
ing the opposition of practically 
every speaker so far, including 
Australia and New Zealand. 

The two major industrial pow- 
ers, the United States and Japan, 
and the Soviet bloc have yet to 
state their position. 

Count Lambsdorff fired at 


broadside at the communist 
‘nations, saying they had a far 
worse record on protectionism 
and aid than those countries bear- 
ing the brunt of the Third World's 
criticism. 

He rejected allegations that the 
industrialised nations were keep- 
ing out manufactured goods from 
developing countries. 

From 1970 to 1977, Count 
Lambsdorff said, imports to the 24 
members of the Organisation for 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) from the 
developing world increased by 
3SS per cent, while OECD's 
internal trade rose by 201 per 
cent 

Pleading for moderation in the 
talks here. Count Lambsdorff 
said: “Criticism is legitimate and it 
is needed, and we are no more 
sensitive than other nations. But 
we will not accept criticism if it is 
incorrect in substance and, bey- 
ond that, is expressed in an offen- 
sive way.” 

Australian Prime Minister Mal- 
colm Fraser said that rising pro- 
tectionist pressures might jeopar- 
dise future growth in the Third 
World. 

He called on the major indus- 
trialised nations to bring inflation 
under control, in their own inter- 
ests as well as those of the world. 

Qatar accused trans-nation 


corporations of “sucking the 
blood” of developing countries by 
manipulating oil distribution and 
controlling international shipping. 

It urged the meeting to help 
break this monopoly and help the 
Third World establish its own 
merchant fleet— one of the items 
on the agenda for negotiation. 

The Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) 
warned the month-long con- 
ference that the world could not 
go on buying oil from them. 

OPEC Secretary- General Rene 
Ortiz said member countries were 
consuming more themselves and 
there was an urgent need to 
develop alternative energy

Salt n agreement between the 
United States - and the Soviet 
Union limiting strategic arms will 
force European NATO allies to 
reassess their own nuclear sec- 
urity, Western alliance sources 
have said. 

Europeans watched the second 
round of strategic arms limitation 
talks from the side lines but they 
will be more directly concerned in 
future SALT III negotiations. The

Pakistan reportedly recalls 
senior diplomat from India 


NEW DELHI, May 10 (R) - A 
senior Pakistani diplomat here has 
been recalled home following an 
Indian army crackdown on a 
major espionage ring on the 
Indo-Pakistan border in the dis- 
puted Kashmir State, it was 
repotted here yesterday. 

A New Delhi newspaper, Morn- 
ing Echo, said the Pakistan Gov- 
ernment had recalled the diplomat 
after India complained about his 
alleged espionage activity. A 
spokesman at the Pakistani. 
Embassy here, however, said be 
was not aware of the develop- 
ment 

Some 60 Indian army officers 
and men are faring court martial 
for the alleged passing of military 
secrets to Pakistan, the Echo said 

The spying cases, the biggest 
discovered in recent years, involve 
several high ranking officers of a 


unit stationed in sensitive J ammu 
border of the Indian-held 
Kashm i r , the newspaper said. 

Indian and Pakistani troops 
guard a line of control established 
in 1949 which runs through 
Jammu and Kashmir State. India's 
possession of the state is disputed 
by Pakistan, which controls one- 
third of it 

The newspaper quoted In dian 
defence sources as saying the 
Pakistani diplomat whom it did 
not name, had received infor- 
mation about the location of bor- 
der units and armaments as well as 
maps and contingency plans. 

Deputy Prime Minister Jagjivan 
Ram confirmed in parliament 
Tuesday that several Indian army 
personnel were facing court mar- 
tial proceedings, but declined to 
give further details.

Western Europe 1 s main worry is 
that parity between the two 
superpowers in strategic inter- 
continental arms might shift the 
competition to shorter-range nuc- 
lear missiles in Europe. 

This parity is seen as having a 
neutralising effect on both sides, 
leaving conventional or medium- 
range nuclear forces as a possible 
field of confrontation, the sources 
said. 

NATO’s tactical nuclear forces 
atomic weapons with the range of 
heavy artillery — are comparable 
or superior to the Soviet bloc's, 
but the Western alliance has fallen 
behind in medium or intermediate 
range nuclear weapons. 

Western Europe is especially 
concerned about new Soviet arms 
capable of hitting any target from 
northern Britain to Sicily — the 
three-headed mobile SS-20 mis- 
sile and the long-range Tupolev 
26 bomber known as the Backfire. 

The 30-year-old Western 
alliance faces the dilemma of how 
to negotiate a curb on these 
weapons with Moscow when it has 
little to offer as a possible trade- 
off in SALT in bargaining. 

One approach would be to offer 


Moscow a commitment not to 
develop and deploy similar 
weapons in exchange for dis- 
mantling the SS-20s or limiting 
their deployment 

A special NATO group was set 
up last month to explore the arms 
control aspect of this question. 
But the sources said that such an 
offer was unlikely to be taken 
seriously by the Soviet Union. 

They recalled the case of the 
controversial neutron bomb, a tac- 
tical nuclear weapon designed to 
kill tank crews while leaving sur- 
rounding buildings relatively 
unscathed. 


When President Carter 
announced his decision last year to 
defer production of the neutron 
bomb, he said he hoped Moscow 
would show some restraint u 
deploying new arms. But there has 
been no let-up in the growth of the 
Soviet nuclear arsenal, the West- 
ern alliance sources said. 

Another solution would be for 
NATO to acquire the same kind of. 
weapons. A recent meeting of 
NATO nuclear planners in 
Florida concluded that a mixture 
of new ballistic missiles and Cruise 
missiles might be needed. 


U.S. Senate backs plan for 
emergency petrol rationing 


WASHINGTON, May 10 (R) - 
The Senate yesterday voted deri- 
sively in favour of President Car- 
tel’s contingency plan to ration 
petrol during emergencies. 

The senators authorised by 58 
votes to 39 a plan which would 
allow more coupons to be dis- 
tributed in states where driving 
distances are greater than in states 
with big urban populations. 
Senators from rural states 
opposed the original {dan on the 
grounds that it was unfair. The 
plan now goes to the House of 
Representatives.

Ecevit: Problems in Turkey provide 
‘fertile ground’ for political violence 


PARIS, May 10 (R) — Turkish 
Prime Minister Bulent Ecevit said 
in an interview published yes- 
terday that his country’s economic 
and social problems provided fer- 
tile ground for political violence. 

Mr. Ecevit told the French 
evening newspaper Le Monde 
that a recent extension of martial 
law in Turkey from 13 to 19 pro- 
vinces was essentially a preventive 
measure. 

Asked what were the motives of 
the guerrillas, who have caused 
the loss of more than 1,000 lives in 


recent years, the Turkish premier 
said: “The economic and social 
problems which we are experienc- 
ing obviously provide them with 
fertile ground.” 

“With an annual inflation rate 
of 50 per cent and an unem- 
ployment rate of 20 per cent, what 
country would be beyond the 
reach of terrorism?” Mr. Ecevit 
asked. 

He added that his government 
attached great importance to the 
unity of Iran, saying that events in 
the neighbouring country could 


cause new disturbances. 

Mr. Ecevit said there was fore- 
ign interference in his country’s 
affairs. “There’s no donbt about 
that,” he said. “But that doesn't 
explain everything. If Turkey’s 
society was in good health, the 
external danger would not be 
great 

“In reality, the Turkish people 
are very attached to democracy; 
the terrorists are very isolated ...

KUWAIT, May 10 (R) — The oil minister of the Libyan Jamahiriyah • 
yesterday called on Arab countries not to supply crude oil to indus- 
trialised nations which refused to buy refined petroleum products 
from the Arabs. Mr. Ezzeddin Ma brook accused the industrialised 
countries, particularly member states of the European Economic 
Community (EEC), of trying to restrict talks with the Arab oil 
producers on oil and energy. Speaking to reporters after the morning 
session of a one-day conference of the Organisation of Arab Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries (OAPEC), Mr. Mabrouk said: “The 
industrialised countries which refuse to import Arab oil products 
should not be supplied with Arab oil. We can compel importers of 
crude oQ to buy some Arab refined products.”

LONDON, May 10 (AP) — The new Conservative government said 
today it hopes to discuss ^11 aspects of the U.S. -Soviet agreement on a 
new Strategic Arms limitation Treaty with Mr. Cyrus Vance when 
the secretary of state visits here May 21 -22. Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher has indicated wariness in the past over the SALT II treaty, 
fearing it may give too many advantages to the Soviets over the West. 

A Foreign Office statement said*: “The British Government is glad 
that progress on SALT II has gone far enough to permit the long- 
awaited summit meeting to take place and we welcome the set- 
tlement of major outstanding issues. The government will study the 
final text of the agreement when it is available and its implications.

A look inside an Omani oasis

MUSCAT — “Why do you have a 
car?” “Why do you leave your 
husband 160 kilometres away?” 
“Why do you keep writing things 
down?” 

These were the sort of questions 
bombarded in friendly rather than 
hostile curiosity at ethnologist 
Colette Le Cour Grandmaison 
when she abandoned the comforts 
of her home in France for a mud 
house deep inside the Sultanate of 
Oman, devoid of running water or 
electricity. 

Occupying the south-eastern 
corner of the Arabian peninsula, 
the Sultanate of Oman is claimed 
to be one of the hottest places on 
earth. Not surprisingly, Colette 
opted for the cooler winter 
** months — five in 1976-77 and 
three in 1977-78 — to take up 
residence in Ibra, an oasis 160 
kilometres south of Muscat in the 
heart of the Sharqiya region. 

Her object was to study the 
tribe of Al-Harthi Arabs that led 
the opposition to the previous Sul- 
tan of Oman for over half a cen- 
tury. 

Prompted by the dearth of 
documented information' about 
the Al-Harthis, Colette decided to 
explore their socio-political 
-organisation, the composition of 
their tribal sub-groups and their 
religious, economic and' political 
roles, especially as they were 
-among the first to settle in Oman's 
former East African colonies. 

But getting started^ was rather 1 
more complicated than simply 
packing bags and making the four 


and a half hour bone-rattling 
journey by Land-Rover along the 
unsurfaced road to Muscat (which 
takes less than two hours now the 
tarmac road is finished). A full 18 
months elapsed before the gov- 
ernment granted Colette per- 
mission to live in the “Interior”, 
the term used to describe any part 
of Oman outside the “capital are- 
a”, Le. Muscat and its environs. 
And then it was only to work 
part-time in the Ibra hospital 
while living at the nearby con- 
tractor's camp. 

But the experience was useful, 
as it taught her basic nursing skills, 
such as giving injections and treat- 
ing minor wounds and introduced 
her to people who were 
‘neighbours when she set up home 
later on in the village. After two 
months at the camp, home became 
a mud house, consisting of the 
mandatory courtyard where vis- 
itors are entertained sitting on 
rush mats, two small bedrooms 
leading to a verandah, plus a third 
room that served as a rudimentary 
kitchen. The rent was £60 a 
month, which was high con- 
sidering the complete lack of 
modem amenities, though it did 
include the luxury of a private 
■water well. 

Initially, Colette's Arabic was 
Confined to the relatively exten- 
sive range of compulsory greet-' 
ings, so she enlisted the help of 
one of the hospital laboratory 
-technicians and a young vfllager, 
who acted as interpreter- 
cum-ch ape rone (though he was 
young enough to be her son). 

She chose to be known by the

Arabic name Mariam, instead of 
the puzzling term Colette, and 
soon became immersed in a busy 
• daily routine, consisting of fer- 
rying villagers ter -and from the 
hospital, rotlqctintffcfedkanes and 
•treating minor amilmts' in the 
mornings, and interviewing in the 
afternoons. 

The social life was also hectic as 
there was a constant stream of vis- 
itors to the house— invariably 
uninvited as is the custom among 
- the hospitable Ai^bs. 


The women often came alone, 
but the men were never in other 
than pairs as a mark of respect. 

Children frequently popped in 
during the evening to see what she 
was up to. The answer was likely 
to be fighting a losing battle 
against time, as it was always dif- 
ficult to find the hour each evening 
needed for sorting out notes 
gathered that day. 

Colette rarely ate in solitude. 
Nearly every day die was invited 


to lunch by a neighbour; often to 
dinner as well. She realised that 
she was accepted as a member of 
the community when these meals 
became family affairs with the 
women present, instead of their 
being banished to the kitchen to 
eat the copious remains, as on 
formal occasions. 

The menu comprised coffee 
laced with cardamom, followed by 
a mountainous dish of rice with 
fish (often shark) and vegetables 
in a sauce highly seasoned with 
cumin, cloves and other spices. 
Meat is reserved for feast days 
when the great delicacy is goat. 

Certainly Colette never had the 
chance to be lonely, but inevitably 
during her eight months in Ibra 
she experienced a strong feeling of 
isolation. This was relieved only 
by weekend visits from her hus- 
band, then adviser to the gov- 
ernment’s Development Council, 
occasional visits from her two 
adult children and weekly working 
sessions with another ethnologist 
conducting research in a village 25 
kilometres away. 

As this colleague happened to 
be male, neighbours in both set- 
tlements made it abundantly clear 
that visits to each other's houses 
were not in order -- such are the 
strict social controls exerted in 
Societies where peoples' lives and 
.morals are the concern of the, 
community and not the individual.
